In Cities Having Departments, Sec­ 
retaries 
Report Fires 
And in 
Towns Clerk Must Comply 


The now trustees of Rush eoiintv 
who take office on Monday, have re- 
eeived instructions 
from 
Newman 
Miller, state fire marshal, in whieh 
the trustees are named deputy tire 
marshals for each township, outside 
of the corpora ted towns and cities. 
In cities having fire departments, 
the secretary 
of 
the 
department 
makes the necessary reports and in 
towns not having a department, it is 
the duty of the town clerk. 


In Rushville, William TL Moffitt, 
veteran mendwpr of the fire depart­ 
ment, has acted as the secretary for 
years, and has always heen prompt 
and accurate in making his re|>orts 
to the state fire marshal. 


The law sets out that 
following 
every tire alarm answered by the de­ 
partment, a re|K*rt must he filed with 
the state fire marshal on blanks fur­ 
nished for that purpose, and eneh 
fire must be 
reported 
within 
ten 
days. Tn the country, it is the duty 
of tlie* township trustees to report 
the tires, and also to report any fire 
of suspicious origin. 


Tim -ate fire marshal law 
sa ys 
that “ the township trustee of each 
township for the territory of said 
township living outside of the cor­ 
porate limits of any city or 
town, 
-hall be, by virtue of said ofiiee so 
held by them, assistant to the state 
fire marshal and subject to the dut­ 
ies and obligations imposed bv this 
act, and shall be subject to the di­ 
rections of the state fire marshal in 
the execution of the provisions here­ 
of*’. In addition to 
the 
township 
trustees, the law names as a ssist­ 
ant- to tlie state fire marshal the 
c h ie fs of all fire departments and 


the town 
clerks 
of 
incorporated 
towns which have no 
fire 
depart­ 
ment. 
The duties of the a ssista nts a re to 
investigate the cause, origin and cir- 
c u m -ta n c e s of every 
tire 
oeeuring 
withing the 
territory

mine so far as possible whether the 
fire was the result of carelessness or 
design.

Tutors at Home for Old Folks 
There are people in Rosemnry 
and Roanoke Rapids who in th-ir 
youth did not have the advantages 
their children have now. 
Soma of 
them were middle aged, and son^e 
of them old, and they could not 
read or write. 
The community 
night schools have demonstrated 
that you can teach an old dog new 
tricks. These people now* read and 
write, and have had a whole world 
of new interests opened up to them. 
Shyness, 
difTlder.ee 
concerning 


their ignorance, kept some of the 
older ones away from the night 
school class rooms. 
Mr. Patterson 
saw this, but did not conclude that 
people provided night schools, and j 
who did not use them, were not 
deserving of education. He got the 
point of view of these shy oid peo­ 
ple and sent teachers 
to their 
homes to instruct them. 
One old 
lady, Mrs. Rosa Lynch, oS years 
old, had a boy in the army and 
couldn't write to him. 
Patterson 
sent a teacher to her, and one of 
the trophies which he values most 
is a very creditable letter written 
to him by her, thanking him for 
enabling her to send her thoughts 
to her boy when he needed them 
most. 
There are 910 employees in 
the Rosemary Mills, and 800 in 
the Roanoke Rapids Mills, and 
every one of them speaks English 
apd is an American citizen. 
This 
process 
of 
making 
the 
world a better place in which to 
live, as practiced by Patterson, 
doesn’t stop u*ith schools. 
Ten 


years ago Dr. T. W. M. Long, em­ 
ployed by the mills, examined the 
people of the community and found 
that 49.8 per cent were suffering 
from m alaria. 
There were four 
largo mosquito breeding swamps 
near the town, the source of most 


of 
the evil. 
Dr. 
Long fought 
mosquitoes with the assistance of 
Public 
Health 
Servic* 
experts, 
using 
Panam a 
Zone 
methods, 
draining stagnant water and oil­ 
ing what could not be drained. 
With their breeding pools destroy­ 
ed there are no more mosquitoes, 
and the last survey showed that 
less than one-tenth of one per cent 
of the population of Rosemary and 
Roanoke 
Rapids 
had 
m alarial 
symptoms. 


Wipe Out Typhoid Fever 
In August, 1910, there were 33 
cases of typhoid in the community. 
The use of surface drainage water 
from shallow wells dug by in­ 
dividuals, coupled with the lack of 
a sewage system, was found to be 
the cause. 
New wells were driven 
to depths of hundreds of feet 
through a layer of granite that 
cut out the surface water, and 
septic tanks for sewage disposal 
were installed. 
There have been 
two cases of typhoid of local origin 
in the community since then.

But people will get sick. 
To 
cope with this a $75,000 hospital 
was built by the mills in 1918, 
with Dr. Long at the head, and five 
doctors, two graduate nurses, and 
16 student nurses to assist him. 
There are fifty beds in the hos­ 
pital. 
Eight 
hundred 
patients 
were admitted last year, with a 
death rate of only three and a half 
per cent. Mrs. Patterson furnish­ 
ed the finest operating equipment 
obtainable, and there has recently 
been installed complete X-Ray ap­ 
paratus. Radium is to come next. 
For the service of this hospital for 
themselves and their families, each 
mill employee pays ten cents a 
week. 
The hospital is adminis­ 
tered by the county commissioners, 
the mayor of Roanoke Rapids, the 
general Manager* of the mills and 
the doctors employed by the miiis. 
There 
is 
a deficit every 
year 
which the mills make up. 


Recreation for Everybody 


The high school has a fiftv- 
piece orchestra, and there are miri 
bands both at Rosemary and Ro­ 
anoke Rapids. 
The community 
has public swimming pools, parks, 
and playgrounds. 
There are Boy 
and Girl Scout Troops, uniformed 
by the mills. 
Each of the seven 
•churches which had room for a 
•pipe organ was provided with one 
by Mr. Patterson. 
A compiete 
cannery is maintained, with the 
fines; equipment, to which house­ 
holders may bring their produce 
and preserve it merely for the 
cost of the cans. 
The houses of 
the mill employees, owned by the 
company, are not the conventional 
mill-town type. 
Most are of in­ 
dividual 
design, 
each 
one 
has 
lawns and garden plot, and prizes 
are offered for the best fruits, 
vegetables, and flowers. 
The rent 
is $1.50 a week. 
“Utopian” is a word used to de­ 
scribe that which is pleasant, but 
impractical. 
The description of 
Rosemary and Roanoke 
Rapids 
sounds a little bit like Sir Thomas 
More's dream of a happy country, 
his mythical Utopia. 
And it is, 
but it is not impractical. 


Good Christianity and Good 
Business. 
Mr. Patterson is an idealist, but 
not a dreamer. 
He believes that 
the things which he is doing ara 
good Christianity—and good busi­ 
ness. The sort of people who are 
living in Rosemary and Roanoke 
Rapids, and want to stay there__ 
the look in their faces—the sound- 
limbed, 
keen, 
and 
bright-faced 
children in the school yards and 
the classrooms—these things, and 
a good many others, incline one to 
the opininon that he is right.

The new trustees of Rush county 


•who take office on Monday, have re- 
ceived instructions from Newman 
Miller, state" fire marshal, in which 
the trustees are named' deputy fire 
marshals for each township, outside 
of the corporated towns and cities. 


In cities having fire departments, 


the secretary of 
the 
department 


makes the necessary reports and. in 
towns not having a department, it is 
the duty of the town clerk. 


In Rushville, William H. Moffitt, 


veteran member of the fire depart- 
ment, has acted as the secretary for 


• years, and has always been prompt 
and accurate in making his reports 
to the state fire marshal. 


The law sets out that 
following 


every fire alarm answered by the de.- 
partment, a report must be filed with 
the state fire marshal on blanks fur- 
nished for that purpose, and each 
fire must be reported 
within ten 


days. In tlie country, it is the duty 
of the township trustees to report 
the fires, and also to report any fire 
of suspicious origin.
